almost am many penniea as the mother
earned. Decldedly It doss not pay. ex-
oopt In a few ouwmen; of course, I Ao not
refer to wilows who single-handed must
support their children, but to the women
have regulnr incomes sufMeient to
wisely.”

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About Tea and Tea Service

HERE are probably as many ways of

making ten as there are varletles of
ten, Although each housskespar has her
own pet way of preparing tea. not every
ong has the corrsot way of getting the
mozt in flavor and fragrance by her method
Heare are three rules about ten making
that are easily remembered and will In-
nure correct preparation:

Keep hot the pot
to be made,

U'sa freshly bolled water

Serve the tea Immedintely. The tea In-
fusion should not be allowed to stand
longer than five minutes before it Ir served

If the tea loaves are poarmitted to re-
maln in the hot water longer than five
minutes, mors tannin s drawn out, and
the more tannin that Is developed the
more doen the ten harm digeation, and the
less fragrant Mavor doss It contaln,

To moake tea after the Russlan method
ndd four teaspoonfuls of tea to one quart
of bolling water. Let stand for two min-
utes, then stir with n spoon and let atand
two minutes mors. Barve Immediately, ad-
ding & thin silce of lemon which may be
stuck with a clove, If desired.

The teapot ahould be of china,
or earthenware, but never of tin, as the
tannin In tea combines sometimes with
metil alements like tin.

If ten v to be served for only one or
two permons, poswibly the best arrangement
Is the teapot with & tea-ball. The pot and
ball should first be heated, oither by pouring
bolling water over them or by placing in
a hot oven. Very often the teaball will
be allowed to remain In the water In the
teapot during the course of the meal, and as
A ConsaquUEnCe MOMe one gets a cup of tea
in which tea leaves have been brewing for
ten or MAfteen minutes and more. It (s,
therefore, necessary to make sure that the
tea-ball In not Inside the bolling water in
the teapol.

Four the water Into each tem cup, then
drop the tea-ball into emch cup for a few
minutes or untll ths color shows the desired
strength of the tea.

The tea we know In
this country comes In many varieties,
but the most generally used are black,

teas; Oolong, which s green-black, green
or “gunpowder”; Young Hyson and n light
green Japan tea known as Japan, ‘Then
there are the fancy varieties such as Pekoe,
Orange Pekoe (the choloest and tenderest
leaveos) and a large variety of soented tens.
Teas are scented by placing the leaves with
fowers. A specinl Chinsse Mower with a
tragrance slmlliar to our American Jasmine
s preferred

Oddly enough, we

in this country re-

calve  nelther the best nor the worst
qualitien of teas from sbroad, but the
medlum good gquality It does not pay to
Import the very finest blends of tes, and
the very poorest are excluded from our
shores, Consequently, even the Inexperis
anced purchaser with little knowledge of

teas |s quite safe In purchasing.

layer of dirt

Not every onn knows how successfully to
rhampoo the halr, and to such these direc
tions will preve of value.

Rinse agnin through meveral waterx, then
fasten your bath Bpray to the hot nnd cold
faucats so that the ohill will be taken from
the cold water und spray the halr until oy ery
particle of monp haw been removed Then
seok the sunniest window in the house and
Iot your hair dry in the sun, lft'ng and
shaking it until It no longer feeln molst.

Aftar the shampoo exam ne your scalp.
If dandruff in visible begin n serien of scalp
treatments with halr tonke and massage
that will corréct this unhealthful condlition
It in best to consult a hair spec allst if the
dandruff condition Is of long standing.
